After what has been a great atrug- 
gle and conalderable sacrlljce on tho 
part of towns along the highway to 
gain completion of route 21 from Chi- 
cago to Antioch and the "Wlaconain 
atate line, the task haa flnally been 
completed. 

Antioch probably haa put up a 
greater fight than any of the other 
towns, and lime and again when it 
looked aa If the road would bo held 
up for a considerable period of time, 
Its citlzena have got together and re- 
presentatives have called on all tho 
authorities of the atate up as high aa 
the Governor on several occaalona. 

There wore times when It looked 
like a forlorn taak to get tho work 
atarted, and then when It was start- 
ed, it waa atlli harder to keep It go- 
ing, bt the determination of aomo of 
tho business men ot Antioch to see 
tho thing throuh and their continued 
harraaslng of the powers that bo 
soon saw tho north aectlon of Route 
21 completed. The continued wrang- 
ling over tho right of way around 
Grayslake has caused conalderablo 
delay in the completion of that aec- 
tlon. 

The PlckuB Engineering and Con- 
atructlon company has finished Us 
contracts of the paving of section of 
route 21 and In about throe weeks a 
complete route of cement will be 
open to the traveling public from the 
state line of Wisconsin through to i 
Chicago on Milwaukee avenue. 

It look about 45 days to lay a 
strip of aeveu milea on this section 
which la considered a record for lay- 
ing cement this year. 

The trucks which have been used 
on the job carry a load of about two 
lona and lay about IVi yards of 8- 
incb concrete. They deliver about 
70 loads of concrete a day. The mix- 
ture conslHta of one sack of cement 
to 5V^ yards of gravel and aand.

A deaf and dumb man nearby at 
the time was the first to make the 
discovery that Meyera did not come 
up to the curface and signalled the 
man's son and others on shore, polnt- 
lln to the bathing cap which was on 
tlie top of tho water.

Wltli the completion of the new State 
Centennial building this year, tbo land- 
scaping of the statu bouse grounds 
which has been one of tlio hobbles of 
Secretary of State Louis L. Kmmer- 
Bon, has taken definite form. 

Illinois can now boast that It has 
ono of the most beautiful settings for 
Ita capttol of any state In the Union. 
Not so many years ago the state house 
sat In ttic middle of a dandelion patch. 
Sudi trees ns hud been planted ap- 
parently were set out without plan or 
reason. The lawn waa n ruin and there 



was no shridibery and few flower beds. 

When the plons for the new Centen- 
nial building were being considered, 
Secretarj' Emmerson, who Is custo- 
dian of tlie building and grounds by 
virtue of his ofllce, determined that the 
new plot of ground and the original 
capltol grounds should be brought Into 
hunnony by comprehensive landscaping. 

An expert iandecapc gardener was 
engaged to work out a plan. Trees 
were uprooted and other trees set out. 
Shnibbery was planted and flower beds 
were prepared. A greenhouse was 



constructed on the power plant grounds 
and the lawn plowed up and resown. 

Now that It la all complete, everyone 
agrees that the grounds are one of the 
most beautiful in the country. The 
capltol, with the Centennial building \x\ 
the background, presents an artistic 
and dlgnlfled appearance. 

Grounds have been laid out with n 
view to the ultimate erection of two 
additional buildings on the plot occu- 
pied by the Centennial building. The 
state will need the.sc within the next 
few years.

DAIRY EXHIBITS FOR THE 

WESTERN STATES 

As a part of the extension pro- 
gram on dairying In the Western 
dtates the United States Department 
of AricuUure has prepared three sets 
of dairy exhibits, each different from 
aame fundamental factors underlying 
the others, yet uU emphasizing the 
succcBHtul dairying. The main theme 
In ihestt exhlbliB la it pays to keep 
good high-producing cows and feed 

them wi;Jl. 

One exhibit gives the result of cow- 

testing association studies. It shows 

a poor cow, representing a large 
group, that averaged 150 pounds of 
butterfat a year, with an Income over 
feed cost of only $2G per cow. Con- 
trasted with this Is a goud cow, repre- 
Bonting another large group, that 
averaged 300 lbs., of butterfat a year, 
with an Income over feed coat of $74 
per year per cow. The owner of the 
low producers had to house, feed, and 
care for three cows to get the same 
Income over cost of feed that the 
owner of tlie good cows got from one. 
These exhibits also show that the 
way to get high producers Is to use 
good bulla, keep records of produc- 
tion, cull the herd and raise heifers 
from the beat cows. Having got good 
cows, the suggestions are made to 
feed liberally, have good pastures 
and use them properly, provide silnge 
for winter feeding, and be sure the 
ration contains sufficient mineral

GOVERNMENT WHITEWASH 
A great many requests for a formu- 
la for good whitewash are received 
by the College of AricuUure. Univer- 
sity of Illinois. The government 
whitewash formula Is probably one 
of the best. It Is whiter than most 
mixtures and Is almost as service- 
able as paint for weed, brick or stone. 1 
It is recommended by the govern- 
ment for whitewashing light-houses. 
A pint of this wash when carefully 
applied will cover about ten square 
feet of surface. The following Is the 
standard recelpe: 

"Slake half a bushel of unslaked 
lime with boiling water, cover during 
process to keep in steam, strain the 
liquid thru a fine sieve or strainer, 
and add to it 7 pounds of salt, pre- 
viously dissolved in warm water, 
three pounds of ground rice boiled to 
a thin paste and stirred In while hot, 
half a pound of Spanish whiting, and 
one pound of clear glue, previously 
dissolved by soaking In cold water 
and then hanging over a alow fire In 
a small pot bun In a larger one filled 
with water. Add five gallons of hot 
water to the mixture, stir well, and 
let It stand for a few days, covered 
from dirt. It should be applied hot, 
for which purpose It can be kept In 
a kettle over an oven or a portable 
furnace." 

"Coloring matter may be added as 
desired. For cream color add yel- 1 
low ocher; pearl or lead, add lampi 
black or Ivory black; fawn, add pro- 1 
portiunately four pounds of umber to 
one pound of Indian red and one 
pound of common lamp black; com- 
mon stone color, add proportionately 
four pounds of raw umber to two lbs. i

PUREBRED CALF GUEST OF 

HONOR AT PICNIC 
A purebred Holstoln calf had the 
distinction ot being guest of honor 
at a picnic and basket dinner ot the 
Chestnut Grove community In Davies 
county, Kentucky. For many years 
the community had paid alight atten- 
tion to improved livestock, but on 
becoming interested it Is now one of 
ot the most active in the state for 
the betterment of its farm animals. 
The calf is the offspring of a pure- 
bred sire nnd a purebred dam, and Is 
believed to be the first purebred ani- 
mal born in the community. 

In reporting the instance to the 
United States Department ot Agricul- 
ture, Wayland Rhoads, Held agent In 
animal husbandry for Kentucky, stat- 
ed that the picnic will he followed 
shortly by a scrub-slro trial. At this 
trial the jury of farmers will pass 
judgment on a suitable "prisoner" 
probabily a scrub bull. 



A GOOD BUSINESS 
Sheep raising is one live-stock and 
fnrmlng Industry which Is paying in 
America today. No sheep man has 
any "kick" coming if he cares prop- 
erly for his stock. The future was 
never so bright for sheep buHinesa 
to remain as good ns at present be- 
cause there is a world shortage of 
sheep and wool. All textiles are 
scarce and cotton is approaching 
wool prices per pound. 

America has but a few more than 
half the number of sheep of twenty 
years ago. Australia, our chief com- 
petitor is about *10 per cent sliort of 
fifteen years ago. The great range 
country which formerly produced the 
American surplus hns been so curtail- 
ed because of fenced lands by small 
farmers, that their production hns 
been decreased about GO per cent in 
the past fifteen years. 

Thus you see, with the Increase in 
cost of production in the West, be- 
cause of high overhead expenses In 
operation, together with teed bills 
and necessity of either owning In fee 
simple their razing lands, or hiring 
pasture from the government on for- 
est preserves, the cost is much great- 
er to carry a sheep on tho range than 
on our Eastern farms. 

No farm Is too largo and none too 
small to carry at least u tew sheep.

Your acres contain plenty of dia- 
monds and sheep will wind thorn If 
you will give them a chance to eat 
weeds and cheap grasses which are 
going to waste on farms In Lake 
county. 

A party recently asked when to 
purchase feeding lambs and what 
kind to buy. Lamb feeding is always 
a speculative proposition, but that 
breeding ewes, will always pay a 
sure profit if cared for. 

With breeding ewes tho advantage 
of gain would be much greater than 
with wethers as iambs and wool from 
good breeding ewes would not only 
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SAVE SOME OF YOUR OLD CORN. 
Tho spriUE of 1924 was unusually 
backward In many sections. Follow- 
ing this, the growing conditions were- 
not so good, with tho result that tho- 
bulk of the corn is extremely late 
throughout the corn belt and north- 
ward. It is BO late that most ot tho- 
crop will be unfit tor seed uuloss tho 
Irost holds off longer than usual. 

Tho United States Department ot 
Agriculture Is calling attention to thla 
fact at the present time In order to 
prevent, \t poHslblo, a seroius seed- 
corn situation in tho spring ot 192G. 
Tho higher prices for corn In the last 
few weeks are drawing much ot tho 
old crop from the farms. Farmers 
not having enough seed com for 1925 
left over from last year's supply 
save tho host of their bulk crip corn 
from which to obtain seed, it neces- 
sary. It this year's crop is killed by 
frost before It Is mature, this old corn 
will provide a source from which seed 
can bo selectetr for plantin In 1925.

RECOMMENDS FEBRUARY LAMBS 
IN ILLINOIS SHEEP RAISING 
The raising of early lambs rather 
than late ones Is recommended by W. 
G. Kammlade, assistant chief of sheep 
husbandry at the College of Agricul- 
ture, who says that breeding for early 
lambs should start in early Septem- 
ber. It Is true that early lamb rais- 
ing takes more eaulpment and that 
the lambs and ewes must be partly 
barn fed at least Instead of the lambs 
being raised entirely on pasture, but 
those who raise early lambs find that 
their returns are more than enough to 
cover the cost of extra feed and care 
at a time when other farm work is 
not urgent, he pointed ouL Early 
lambs are those which are dropped 
from the middle of February to the 
flrst of March and they usually can 
be marketed before midsummer with- 
out any trouble.

SILAGE GASES DANGEROUS 

That poisonous gases formed In 
sllos overnight while in process of be- 
ing niled are deadly, Is the season- 
able warning oE the United States 
Department of Ariculture. 

Freshly cut silage in a partially fill- 
ed silo produces a poisonous gas. If 
there is no circulation of air this gas 
remains In considerable volume. 
Death may result from entering a silo 
containing this gas. 

A precaution recommended by Gov- 
ernment specialists will avert the 
They advise running the blower of 
the ensilage cutter for a few mlnutcH 
before anyone enters the silo. 

Air currents stirred up by the blow- 
er will dilute the gasses sumdently 
to drive them from the silo. It Is 
then sate to enter.

T. B. Testing Shown Graphically 
The remarkable Increase in the 
number of cattle tested annually for 
tuberculosis since 1918 is the subject 
of a chart prepared by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture.. In 191S Fed- 
oral and State veterinarians made of- 
ncial tests of 14,143 cattle under the 
unform plan for tuberculosis eradica- 
tion. Last year the number of cattle 
tested was 3,4G0.S49, or nearly thirty 
times as many many. 

Figures like the foregoing, though 
striking, are rather difflcult for the 
mind to grasp. The chart showing 
the increase In tuberculin testing de- 
picts the annual tests by outline fig- 
ures of cows of various sizes. The 
increase in size of the cow for the 
six years shows increase In senti- 
ment favoring tuberculosis eradica- 
tion.

Tuberculosis In Calves Studied 
The prevalence of tuberculosis 
among calves has received study by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry In 
connection with its activities in the 
eradication of bovine tuberculosis 
from the country. Contrary to pre- 
valent belief, young calves are fre- 
quentlv infected with the disease, es- 
peclallV in herds where lubcrculosla 
has long l)een present. Of 50.039 
such calves under six months old 
tested 1,504 reacted to the test. This 
proportion shows 3.1 per cent of tu- 
berculosis in calves under six months 
lu Infected herds. Among calves 
from six months to a year old the per 
cent of reactors was found to be 4.9 

per cent. 

The most practical means, depart- 
ment veterinarians state, of prevent- 
ing tuberculosis among calves is 
to eradicate the disease from the old- 
er cattle and maintain the herd on a 
tuberculosis-Eree basis. 

PAINTING HINTS 
"Painting is a Job most farmer can 
do it he gets at It when his held work 
is not rushing. The chief points to 
keep in mind are to use good puint 
and apply it on clean dry surfaces. 
The U. S. Department of Ariculture 
has provided Farmers' Uulletln No. 
474. that will prove of value to 
every one who does his own painting. 
The title of this bulletin Is 'Use 
of Point on the Farm.' 

The fall of the year is a good time 
for painting, especially after frost 
has killed the Insects. The old build-

GLARING AUTO LIGHT LAW 

IS OFTEN MISUNDERSTOOD 
The section of the motor vehicle 
law In Illinois applying to lights 
was amended at the 1923 acsalon 
of the legislature, and, according to 
the legal department of the Chicago 
Motor Cli|]), the amendment Is not 
luUy undorfltood by many motorlats. 
. The law fiays: "On approaching 
another vehicle approaching In an 
opposite direction, and within not 
leaa than 250 feet of same, any per- 
son in charge of a motor bicycle or 
motor vehicle shall dim, drop or ex- 
tinguish such deadlights." 

Owners of vehicles equipped with 
glare lenses that deflect the rays are 
not allowed under the provisions of 
the act to keep on their brlghts when | 
meeting other vehicles, the only ex- 
ception being those cars equipped 
with devices that throw 'the light 
down on the road by means of tilting 
the reflector or lamp, this type com- 
ing under the head of "dropping" the 
light.

found in the Treasury the obligations 
of foreign governments aggregating, 
In principal and unpaid Interest, some 
511,000,000,000. They represented 
money raised from the American peo- 
ple through the sale of Liberty 
Bonds; In fact, more than half of all 
the money collected from our people 
through the sale of Liberty Bonds 
went to pay war expenses ot some 
twenty other governments all of 
which claimed to be aiding the allied 
cause Iu some material way. Those 
foreign obligations wore In the form 
of demand notes bearing five per 
cent Interest and payable In gold. But 
although the loans had been out- 
standing from two to four years when 
the Repuhllcana took charge there 
had been no effort to collect a dollar 
of Intereat, much leaa ot principal. 
American taxpayers were being call- 
ed upon to provide all the Interest 
on those Liberty Bonds the proceeds 
of which had been turned over to for- 
eign governments, and also to pro- 
vide an annual sinking fund to retire 
the debts which rightfully should 
have been paid by those alien bor- 
rowers. 

"As part of their general program 
of bringing order out of chaos In gov- 
ernment affairs, the Republicans Im- 
mediately applied themaolvea to the 
foreign debt problem. Congress en- 
acted . a law creating the Foreign 
Debt Refunding Commlaslon, whoso 
duty It became to negotiate with the 
debtor countries and arrive at a set- 
tlement for the liquidation of the 
obligations over a period of years. 
The law named minimum require- 
ments as to intereat and other terms 
below which the Commission could 



not go. 

"Invitations were promptly Ibbu- 
cd to the debtor nations to send del 
egatcB to WaBhlngton for conference. 
Several of those delegations have 
come, with tho net reauU that agree- 
ments have been concluded with 
Great Britain, Finland, ond Hungary 
under which Interest on their obliga- 
tions la being regularly paid nnd tho 
principals liquidated In seml-annual 
Inatallments. No less than thirty- 
five per cent of that total obligations 
of eleven billions Is being turned 
back to the American people by tho 
Repuhllcana where not a dollar bad 
been received during the years of 
Democracy. Tho responsibility of 
American taxpayers to supply funds 
for principal and intereat payments 
on that thirty-flve per cent has ceased 
which Is one substantial reason why 
reductions In taxation have been 
made poBslble. 

"•Our altitude,' reads the Republi- 
can National Platform In referring to 
tho debt repayment policy, 'has not 
boon that ot an oppressive creditor 
seeking Immediate return and Ignor- 
ing existing financial conditions. Our 
position has been baaed on the con- 
viction that n moral obligation such 
as wns Incurred should not bo dlaro- 
gardcd. "Wo stand for settlements 
with all debtor countries similar In 
character with our debt agreement 
with Great Britlan.* 

"Republican debt policy for the fu- 
ture will bo the same as the policy for 
the last three years which has made 
such progress toward final settle- 
ment. Arrangements with other deb- 
tor countries will be facilitated when 
the Dawes reparations plan begins to 
function, nnd Its functioning la being 
aided by tactful though unofllclal 
ofllcers and other prominent Republi- 
cans.
